As a railroad executive he did not 
oppose government regulation of stock 
issues, but he did insist that if regu­ 
lation

full power to enforce it. 
The present status of the railroads 
was had, ho said, among the conflict­ 
ing state laws, and a further conflict 
of state laws and federal laws was a 
possibility from which he hoped to be 
delivered.

said rates had little connection with 
dividends in actual practice and he did 
not see why the government should 
have any concern over what sort of 
railroad securities the public bought.

Congress will take just two weeks for 
the holidays, adjourning Dec. 21 and 
reconvening Thursday, Jan . 5. If there 
w'ere a primo necessity to pass legis­ 
lation perhaps the recess would be cur­ 
tailed, but there Is not any great de­ 
sire to push things vigorously outside 
of tin* appropriation bills. 
One reason for taking so long a re­ 
cess is that members have shown no 
disposition to make long speeches or 
indulge in very much talk. 
Business 
rather than politics seems to engage 
their attention, and under these condi­ 
tions there is no danger of the wheels 
becoming clogged. 


The W ar Scare. 
Much has been said about the de­ 
fenseless condition of the United States, 
and General Leonard Wood, chief of 
stafT, who has beou promoting the 
talk, had to explain to the m ilitary 
committee what it all meant. 
It was 
shown that the w ar talk men have a 
scheme to put the country iu a form i­ 
dable position, but It would cost $30,- 
000,000, to be expended at once. 
It also appeared by answers of Wood 
to questions that there are IHT* m ilitary 
j his t s occupied by our very small army.

g ress is not going to be stampeded into 
voting a large sum for our national de­ 
fense. 
The opinion too generally pre­ 
vails that no nation wants to go to 
w ar with us, and if one did there is 
strength enough in the country to re­ 
pel it. 
Permanent Tariff Board. 
There may not be a tariff commis­ 
sion, but the probabilities are that the 
present tariff board w’ill be provided 
for iii a definite manner which w ill 
continue its existence even if the next 
congress should refuse to make an ap­ 
propriation for it. 
H ere is a curious feature of legisla­ 
tion, and It is like the creation of the 
commerce court: 
Not IO j»er cent of 
the men in congress wanted the com­ 
merce court, but it went Into the bill 
and became a lnw. 
Probably not more 
than 23 per cent of congress wants the 
tariff board made a permanent com­ 
mission, but it w ill go through. 
The power of a president is very 
great when exerted to its utmost. 
Of 
course there was big patronage behind 
the commerce court, and the same is 
true In regard to the tariff board. 
Aud 
nothing is quite as powerful in con­ 
gress as a president with patronage. 


Undo Joe “Jollies” Payne. 
Fo r some time Chairm an Payne of : 
the ways aud means committee stood . 
out against a permanent tariff board, 
but was finally persuaded. 
The day 
following his visit to the W h ite House, 
when he came into line, the papers an­ 
nounced that the president had brought 
him to time with firm language. A fter : 
the house adjourned Speaker Cannon 
went down into the area and mingled 
with the members. 
H e was leaning 
against the clerks’ desk when Payne 
came down the aisle and stopped in 
front of him. 
"Oh, Payne, you wicked devil!” ex­ 
claimed Uncle Joe.

Not Talking Politics. 
Those who expected that the Demo­ 
crats would seize upon the first oppor- | 
tunity that came to gloat over their 
recent victory and precipitate a warm 
political discussion have been disap­ 
pointed. 
“The fact is they have troubles of 
their own to face,” remarked Con­ 
gressman Madden of Illinois. 
“ They 
know that it is*not only In the organi­ 
zation of the house and the selection 
of their committees that they w ill 
have trouble, but the tariff Is going to 
be a hard subject for them.” 
About once a year the 30,000 govern­ 
m ent clerks are jolted by the higher 
officials with a proposition of some 
kind to lengthen the hours of duty. 
It may be one to curtail their annual 
leave or sick leave or add half an 
hour to the day, but It is suffic’eut to 
raise a storm of protest. 
And only 
last summer President T aft said every­ 
body ought to have a two months’ va­ 
cation. 


MAY BE AIRED IN THE HOUSE 


Hitchcock Anxious to Discuss Badin- 
ger-Pinchot Case. 


Washington, Dec. 22.— The Bailin- 
ger-Pinehot case w ill be aired in the 
house 
when 
congress 
reassembles 
after the holidays if Representative 
Hitchcock of Nebraska has his way 
about it. 
Mr. Hitchcock introduced a 
resolution proposing a special rule for 
the consideration of the three reports 
on the case made by the Nelson com­ 
mittee on inquiry. 
It provides that the merits of these 
reports 
shall 
be discussed 
for 
five 
hours, the tim e to be equally divided 
between the supporters and the oppo­ 
nents of the report signed by Senators 
Nelson, Root, Sutherland and Flint and 
Representatives Denby, 
McCall and 
Olnistead. 
The resolution provides for a vote 
first on the m inority report signed by 
the Democratic members of the com­ 
mittee. 
If this report is rejected by 
the house the resolution directs that a 
vote shall Ive taken on the “ views” of 
the ease r-ubmitted by Representative 
Madison, 
the 
Kansas 
progressive. 
Should the house refuse to endorse Mr. 
Madison’s conclusions, then, the reso­ 
lution provides, a vote on the majority 
report shall be in order. 
As things now stand there is no way 
by which 
the 
Ballinger-Pinchot re­ 
ports can Ive acted on in the house 
The resolutions creating the commit­ 
tee on inquiry authorized an investiga­ 
tion and report, but made no provision 
for action 
by either house on tho 
conclusions reached. 
The Democrats 
and some of the progressives are in­ 
sistent that the senate and house shall 
adopt as their own verdict one of the 
reports submitted. 
Members of the committee of in­ 
quiry declare that no useful purpose 
would be served through the accept­ 
ance by the house and the senate of 
any of the reports made. 
Accordingly 
they are opposed to action such as is 
contemplated in the Hitchcock resolu­ 
tion.

BOARD ASKS FOR MORE POWER 


Increased Jurisdiction 
Recommended 
to South Dakota Governor. 


Sioux Falls., S 
D , Dec. 22 — W ith 
the biennial meeting of the legislature 
only about two weeks away, residents 
of South Dakota will be interested in 
the nature of recommendations just 
made to Governor Vessey by the state 
board of railroad commissioners 
in 
reference to express, freigot and pas­ 
senger rates. 
The efforts of the commissioners to 
make a complete schedule of rates for 
the transportation of express were fu­ 
tile, for the reason that in the actions 
instituted against the board by the 
several express companies it was held 
that the railroad commissioners had 
no authority under the statute to make 
a complete schedule of express rates, 
and that the statute did not apply to 
the W e 11 s-Ii1 argo Express company. 
In 
its recommendations to the governor 
the board says: 
“ It is desirable that full and com­ 
plete jurisdiction be conferred upon 
the board of railroad commissioners 
to 
regulate express companies 
and 
make schedules of rates for them, and 
in order that 
this may be accom­ 
plished, this board recommends that 
the general aet 
regulating common 
carriers— sections 431-479 of the po­ 
litical code— be amended to as to in­ 
clude express companies within 
its 
provisions." 
The board has no authority to make 
joint rates except upon complaint of 
some person interested, and then only 
is the board authorized to make in 
dividual joint rates and not a general 
order or schedule fixing joint rates 
for the entire state. 
Neither has the 
board authority to make joint rates of 
its own motion. 
It therefore is recommended by the 
board 
in 
its communication to the 
governor that the statute be so amend­ 
ed as to confer upon the board au 
thority to make a complete schedule 
of joint rates or a general order fix 
ing joint rates for the entire state up­ 
on its own initiative and without coni 
plaint of any person.

PROMISES EARLY DECISION 


Senator Frazier Says Lorimer 


Was Not Properly Elected. 


Chicago, Dec. 22.— Senator Frazier’s 
statement on the Ix>rimer ease was 
made public here. 
It follows in part: 
“ It is with great reluctance that I 
differ with my colleagues on the sub­ 
committee, but feeling impelled to do 
so, I beg leave to state briefly my 
views and conclusions in this case. 
“ W hile there are some facts and 
communications in this case tending to 
show Senator Lorim er may have heard 
of or knew that corrupt practices were 
being resorted to, and while Senator 
Ixirim er failed to avail himself of the 
opportunity of going on the stand aB 
a 
witness, 
and 
denying 
any 
such 
knowledge or sanction of corruption, 
if any were being practiced, still I am 
of the opinion the testimony fails to 
establish the fact that Senator Lori­ 
mer was himself guilty of bribery or 
other corrupt 
practices or that he 
sanctioned or was cognizant of the 
fact that 
bribery or other corrupt 
practices were being used by others to 
influence votes for him.” 
Senator 
Frazier 
says 
there 
were 
seven “ tamed” votes cast for Lorim er 
and If they were eliminated he would 
have received less than a majority of 
the votes cast by the Illinois legisla­ 
ture. 
The senate committee

that 
Lorim er was entitled to hold his seat 
in the United States senate.

Twelve firemen are thought to have 
lost their lives In the fire which de­ 
stroyed the I). Friedlander five-story 
factory building. 
More than a score 
of others have been taken to hos­ 
pitals and it is estimated that at least 
twelve are still in the ruins of the 
structure. 
Of those taken to the hospitals halt 
a dozen 
have fractured 
skulls and 
other injuries. 
Their chances of re­ 
covery are slight. 
It was first reported that Chief Bax­ 
ter of the fire department was among 
those still in the ruins, but while he 
was injured he escaped being carried 
down by the falling walls. 
The fa­ 
talities occurred while 
the 
firemen 
were fighting the 
flames from 
the 
roofs of adjoining dwelling 
houses. 
The south wall of the big building 
crashed down upon them at a time 
when there were at least thirty-five 
men on the roofs. 
Tw elve were able 
to extricate themselves from the mass 
of bricks and twisted iron girders, but 
It is thought twenty-one men are still 
in the ruins. 
Some of The buried men 
are able to call to their brother fire­ 
men. who are bending every effort to 
rescue them.

able to make himself heard by res­ 
cuers. who worked frantically to re­ 
lease the 
entombed 
men, 
and 
told 
them he was lying on top of Charles 
Erderman, another member of No. 6, 
and that Erderm an was undoubtedly 
dead 
The fire Is still burning fiercely. 
Glazier finally was rescued from be­ 
neath the debris in an almost frozen 
condition. 
Erderm an, whose body was 
beneath Glazier, was frozen stiff. 
Ice 
had caked on his face, forming a per­ 
fect mask. 
John Carroll of Engine Company No. 
7, and H arry Deberlet of Chemical E n ­ 
gine No. 2. are both alive in the ruins. 
The men are calling to the rescuers 
and directing them in the removal of 
the girders that pinion them. 
Three hundred policemen endeavor­ 
ed to tear down the north wall so 
that it would not fall in upon the men 
who are yet in the ruins.
